cows. When cows are sprayed— 
or when DDT is used to spray 
dairy barns—small quantities can 
sometimes be detected in the milk 
supply. 
It hasn’t hurt anybody 
so far, but the food specialists 
feel that such an important food 
item as milk should be free from 
any trace of this material. So the 
recommendation against the use 
of DDT is merely a precaution­ 
ary measure, says Deer. 
That’s why methoxychlor or 


cattle or animals being finished 
for slaughter still holds. It isn’t 
a good practice, says Deer, since 
traces of the insecticide may show 
up in the finished product.
